MR. ROBERTSON'’S TOUR. 


Mr. Robertson's speoch, at the dinner given 
in his honour, which we reproduced in our issue 
of Saturday, was of considerable interest. ‘To 
the 
speaker obviously held as a good Radical that 
the best elements of the nation were to be 
found in the Radical party,. a point of view 
which—mutatis mutandis —is not-rare among 
Conservatives We are quite in agreement with 
Mr. Robertson's dictum that in international 
relations, friendliness and sympathy count 
for much, and that it isin the interest both of 
England and Egypt that acquaintance should 


be-rendered as close and pleasant as is possible. ! 


At the same timie we are—to tell the trath— 
slightly amused by the opening of Mr, Ro- 
bertson’s speech. We quite understand that he 
is grateful to our confrére Hafiz Effendi Awad 
for his assistance and aid: we are the first. to 
admit that our confrdre’s social, linguistic, and 
journalistic abilities have made him an ideal 
exponent of the views of the party which he 
presents, and wo are convinced that purely 
riotic motives could alone have persuaded 
oudretiring confrére to assume fur the nonce 
the deduous career of impresario; but we feel 
_proerta tendency to smile when we learn that 

Mr,Robertson has to all appearances described 
the Editor of “Al Minbar’ as his political 
Mentor, An Egyptian visitor to England who 
took, say, the Editor of the “Daily Mail” for 
his “guide, philosopher, and friend,” or, going 
tothe other extreme, sought coufisel and in- 
formation-from the Editor of “Reynolds’ News-

“Al Minbar.” In saying this we do not wis 
to cast the slightest aspersion on the good faith 
of our confrére, but torinsist on the somewhat 
obvious truth that the. version of factsa— 
notably in political questions—given by any 
individual must be largely dependent on the 
persorlal-equation, However, Mr. Robertson 
will doubtless soon enlighten us on thig ques- 
tion, and we look forward with interest to the 
resulta of his Egyptian tour. 


THE PROBLEM_OF EGYPT, 


The most important article in the last “Edin- 
burgh Review” is a careful :study of the new 
problem which faces Lord Cromer in Egypt, 
Formerly the task of the British Administra- 
tion was to give peace and prosperity to the 
land Now this has been accomplished, and the 
result has been the growth of Egyptian nation- 
alism. The material progress of the people, 
however, having outrun their “moral and 
intellectual growth, we ‘find that their aspira- 
tions naturally do not correspond to their 
political capacity, The true policy is to recognise 
what merit there may be in the néw feeling, 
and to ive this national spirit all the scope * 
which is consistent -with the preservation of 
the advantages which the British Administra- 
tion has conferred, The writer shows how the 
representative principle is even now admitted 
in Egyptian administration, and how no’ 
Englishman is appointed to a post which can 
be competently filled by an Egyptian, This 
principle may be extended, and while ordinary 
constitutional government, ould be out of the 
question, it might be possible todo much in 
the way of developing self-government in the 
municipalities. The three dangergus forces— 
nationalism, the Anglophobe Arab Press, and 
Pan-Islamism—may be counteracted by an, 
intelligent liberalism in the Administration, 
and by'the growth of progressive ideas among ° 
the Mohamedans themselves, 


THE KHBEDIVE. 


The celebration of the/anniversary of the 
Khedive'’s accession is thus commented on by 
Mr, Edward Diecey in the “Daily Telegraph”: — 
On Tuesday his Highness the ive cele- 
brated the fifteenth anniversary ‘of his acces- 
sion to the Viceregal throne, If “Whitaker's 
Almanack” is correct, and any doubt as to‘its 
infallibility is to my mind a pestilent heresy, 
Abbas Pasha Hilmi is now a man of thirty- 
threo, that is, in the very prime of life, Judged 
by ordinary Oriental standards, he has been an 
intelligent, active, and popular ritler, From 
the outset, however, of his reign the Khedive 
fens had little or no chances of showing his 
| ability as an administrator, and in consequence 
‘his special qualifications for the exercise of 
| Sovereign power must be taken mainly upon 
‘credit. Year after year, under our virtual 
protectorate, his Highness’s authority as the 
nomina| Sovereign of Egypt has been dimin- 
ished rather by general causes than by any 
deliberate design. His personal relations with 
our British authorities have gradually become, 
if not less cordial, certainly Jess intimate, He 
lives mainly at his Palace of Koubbeh, some 
half-dozen miles away from Cairo, on the out- 
skirts of the Suez Desert, He hardly ever 
passes a night in his huge barrack-like Palace 
of Abdeen, the last, I think, of the numerons 
palaces built by his grandfather in or near the 
capital which now remains intact, In the old 
pre-occupation era the Khedives were in fact, 
aa Well as in name, the fountains of honour, 
the distributors of rewards and punishments, 
and their residences were crowded daily by 
petitioners, suppliants, and persons with 
| grievances, who, according to ‘immemorial 
| usages, had full ahd free right of access to 
| their presence. All this is changed to-day, and 
\! the visitors to Koubbeh are comparatively few 
in number, I fancy, however, that’ during the 
year just ended a variety of circumstances, 
familiar to all persons acquainted with modern 
Egypt, have led to an impression that, under 
certain not altogether improbable contingen- 
cies, his Highness may play hereafter a some- 
what more active part in the administration of 
Egypt than he hav p'ayed of late, and this 
impression has led all those who are dissatisfied 
with the present political conditions of the 
country to look upon Abbas IT. as the possible 
figurehead of a so far leaderless- movement. 
Neither I, nor anyone, can say with certainty 
whether bis Highness views the vague and 
impracticable ideas of the Egyptian Nationalists 
with favour or disfavour, but, in any case, the 
favour must necessarily be of a very platonic 
kind,

HARBOUR IMPROVEMENTS.

the most up-to-date ports of Burops, 

THE CANAL ENTRANCE. 

In the scheme which ia to be submitted to 
the Ezyptian Government this year for addi- 
tional improvement in the port, it is proposed 
to allow for the new entry of the Mahmondieh 
Qanal to the sea being placad on the east of 
the slaughter-houses and to the west of Kama- 


SPECIAL CREDIT3. 

The special credits allowed for in the bud- 
get for this year for A’exandria harbour in- 
olnde L.B, 8,800 for new slips, LB. 3,000 tor 
two pontoons, L.E. 4,000 for a travelling orane, 
LE 3000 for new mosrings, and LE. 2,000 
for paving. 

In the ordinary budget for this year of the 
Porta and Ligh'bouses Administration there 
iss considerable eum allowed & owing to 
increase of personnel in connection with the 
two new tngs at Alexandria. 

THE FUTURE OF THE PORT. 

‘The works, which are now in progress, are 
not to be considered as in any degrer fival. 
Now projacta for improving Alexandria's port 
are to be submitted to the B.yptian Govern 
ment. in the course of this year, and it ix hoped 
that those. will be begun in 1948. The fears 
‘hut were expressed a few yiara rgo xs to the 
possibility of Port Sait rivelling andeventnally 
displacing, Alexandria ss the first port of 
Egypt are quite gronndless. From 1900 to 
1906 Port Said's trace increased by 47 per 
cent. While that of Alexandria inoreaged by 
54 per cent. The valoe of the importa at 
Alexandria in 1905 was LB, 19 (66,388, 
agains} Port Said’ LB. 1,011,400, Last year 
the figares were, respectively, L.B. 21,520,253 
avd LB. 1,410,354. While the value of Alex- 
andria’s imports showed an inoreare of 
L.B. 2 454,015 over the previous yoar’s figures, 
Port Said only inoreared doring the same time 
by LE. 125,881, Port Ssid’s exports of 
merchandise last year amounted to L.E.82,644, 
an increase of L.B, 18,418 on 1905. Alex- 
andria’s merchandise exports in 1905 were 
L.B. 23977,211 in valae, an inorease of 
LE. 4,816,186, The weight of the goods im- 
ported at Alexandria in 1900 was 1,544,000 
tons, and in 1905 2,500,000 tone. The exports 
in 1900 weighed 850,00 tons. The totalcia 
crease was from 2,394000 tons to 3,450,:00 
tons. A’exandria in 1905 discharged 575 tons 
of goods per lineal metre of quay, against 
Liverpool’s 274 tons, Hamburg’s 368 tons, 
Marseilles’ 38) tons, and Trieste’s 281 tone, 
per lineal metre'of qnay. These figares speak 
volames for the amouut of work got through 
atthe Evyptien port. The total tonnage of 
boats ont and home at Alexandria io 1900 
was 4,700,000, end in 1906 8,890,000. In eight 
years from 1900 Alexandria will have double 
ita import traffic, while Rotterdam, which is a 
good samp'e of a progressive Earopean port, 
has only suoceeded in doubling ber imports in 
eleven years, “After Marecilles and Genoa 
among the porta of the Mediterranean Alex- 
andtia. comes in the second group, which 
les. Naples and Algiors, and there is not 
the slightest need to fear that Port Said will 
beable to do her any harm as a port.

REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


A review of the trade of Bgypt doring the 
past few yoars has become a monotonous 
teiteration of oontinned anocess, Nothing 
oooors to check ita ateady expansion, and it 
wonld be diffionlt to imagine a calamity: of 
sofficient importance to disturb its solid 
foundation. The Nile flood may be lower in 
one year than another, or it may exceed the 
rage ; bat in case the damage done 
ip not really very serious, and anyhow the 
sonoal flood can be always depended op to 
provide svffivient irrigation for most of the 
caltivated land, We have neither drought nor 
tempest to injure the grops, and they aréhever 
exposed to the risks of strong winds, heavy 
rains, or frosts, There is always a hot sun 
aud water enough to keep the roots moist. 
Locusts, caterpillars; or worms, when they 
appear, are promptly deslt with by the Govern- 
ment before they can do much damage. 
Famine is practically anknown, and the 
reputed existence Of plagae is usually confined 
to isolated casea, in regard to which the more 
enlightened inhabitants of the country are 
extremely sceptical. 

Tax Natone anv Vatug or Inronts. 

The value-of goods imported-into Egypt 
doring the ten months ended Ostober 81, 
amounted: to considerably over 19} millions 
sterling, representing an inorease of over 
£3,000,000, in comparison with the same 
veriod of 1905. Great Britain's rhare of these 
imports had inoressed to the extent of 
£630,000; and there is no doubt that the 
result woald have been still more gratifying 
if manufactarera of ootton piece goods had 
been able to deliver orders in reasonable tire, 
‘These figures alone are snffi sient indication of | 
the continuous rapid growth of prosperity in | 
the country, and it ia interesting to note ii 
the Customs returns the ever increasing 
demand for most manofactared articles which 
asoally reqaired only by oonntries in an 
advanced state ot civilization. Lord Cromer 
has explained in several of nnual reports 
that Ezypt stands in the oniqne Position of 
an Oriental country which hag assimilated ‘a 
very considerable portion of Earopean civiliza- 
tion, and this position merits farther explana- 
tion. 

The rapid rise of land values in recent years 
wan quickly followed by greatly inoreared 
prices paid for the ontton crop, and both these 
movements producad an acoatmaulation of mach 
wealth to landed proprietors, cultivators. and 
most other olasses, A demand for batter 
housing accommodation soon bega», and this 
lod to a desire for moftern comforts, which is 
bx ending ‘rapidly, owing to variog® canses 
wh oh invlade the anoual migration to E rope 
tor he snutier m yaths, th oivilising i fence 
if travel in other coantrias, the graater fraedom 
given to the Mohamedan ladies, the spread 
of edaostion, and thé attractions to village 
notables of resi lence in Csir> or ov har’ cities 
Bu ling sites changed hands with bewildering 
rapdity and reslizad twise their original 
valaes in a faw moths. Old dwellings wera 
demolished in every direction and replaced | 
by large blocks of flats fitted with modern 
sanitary appliances, electric balls, and faci- 
lities for gaa or eectrio lighting. Namerona 
joint stook companies wore fl sted to dealwith 
cna form of development or snother. Egyp- 
tians were no longer afraid to display their 
wealtb, and took rather a natoral delight 
in ovtshining one another in the aplendour of 
their foreign horser, oarrisger, or other novel , 
possessions. 

Modern Egypt, therefore, may be said to 
have more advanced notions of ocivilizstion , 
than most of the States of Southern and} 
Eastern Burope, and her requirements will be | 
drawn moré and more from the country best 
fitted to sapply them intelligently, 


Financtxa tHe Corton Crop. 


The oustomary financial arrangements to 
deal with the cotton orop were quite inade- 
quate this season, and all calculations based 
on past experience were apset owing to the 
unexpected fervour with which the fallaheen 
rushed into the market to avail themsolves of 
tho. remarkably high: prices ruling at the 
beginning of the season. A scarcity of gold 
in Alexandria resulting from the operation of 
lifting the crop is predicted every year, but 
rarely provided for; this season the sitaation 
was strained to an acute degree early in No- 
vember, and the banks wore forced to make 
hasty demands for further supplies. But the 
crop was fqand to ba larger than oasual, and 
the high prices were steadily muintsined ; con- 
eequently sales were made to an abnormal 
extent, and the gold reserves were onos more 
exhavated early in December. The banks 
complained that the gold had not been filter- 
ing back from the provinces with its usoal 
regalarity; bat the main oause of the troable 
would appear to be the inability of thir head 
offices in London to realiza the situation, and 
possibly their unwillingness to follow the 


+} moasnres recommended by the man on the 


apot. : 
Tho English advisors to the Government 
have shown some anxiety recently to intro- 
dace preventive moasores in regard to * speou- 
lation in cotton, bat their intentions were op- 
posed ansnimoasly: by the cotton marchants, 
Gpeoalation is an e:sential feature of the trade, 
aod it is the primary oxuse of the marvellous 
increase in the value of the Egyptian cotton 
crop for the last three or f.ur years. | 
Tt is not diffionlt to calcnlate that the sale 
of tho present co-op will resalt in a net gain 
to the agricultural community of at least five 
millions sterling in exoeaa of lait year's pro- 
fits, and this will have a far-reaching effect 
‘on the trade of the conntry. The fellaheen are

Soanorry or Lazouz, 

Labour continues to become scarce and 
mnoch more oostly owing to the marvellous 
increase of agricaltaral prosperity, which now 
retains the able-bodied in the roral | 
the whole year round. The demand in the cities 
is greatly in excess of the supply, and every 
branch of trade is more or less hampered by 
the diffisalties of sach a sitoation. Building 
operations are seriously delayed, and this is 
® special grievance at a moment when na- 
merons schewes have been undertaken for 
urban extension or reconstruction. To give 
some idea of the movement in thie direotion 
I may mention that doringadrive round Oairo 
s few deys ago I counted 500 blocks of dwell- 
ivg houses and offives onder oonatrnotion. 

How to deal with the independent Ezyptian 
workmen who will throw down their tools and 
Jeaye the job on a slight reprimand is » ques- 
tion that bristles with diffi salties,and as the Go- 
‘veranment is obliged to come into competition 
with trade in order to oarry.ont public works, 
there seems no prospect of discovering an 
ear'y solation to the Iabour problem. Skilled 
workmen are no longer to be got, as they 
quickly start business on their own account 
after discovering the valae ot their superior 
intelligence. Workmen imported from Italy and 
Greece have been found generally. too ignorant 
to be satisfactory, and English workmen are 
considered tha best. If it were possible for 
the Government to appoint a local commission 
to inquire into tbe conditions of Isbour, 1 
believe that important evidence woald be col- 
lected, and probably valasb.e advice might 
be obtained in regard to the method of deal- 
ing with this proolem on a comprehensive 
scale. 

Proposep Leastative Institutions 

The creation ufo large numoer of joint 
stock companies daring the past five years 
has been the meas ot drawing more geueral 
attention to legal qne-tions, Bgypt posseses 
nove of ths ordinary mvchivery for general 
legislation, and under the existing system 
it is imposible to adapt its lawa to the grow: 
ing reqviremen's of the country. ‘Thy day 
has arrived wh n, as Lod Cromer predicted 
yeardsgo, the burden. of the Capitalations 
most be ‘ex jasted; and, in his sn ual report 
publinhe (ist April be exy'ained the general 
vature of his plan for proviting the country 
with suitabe legi-lative institu iors, He, 
also invited the love! Press aud Cham-, 
bers of Commerce to express their opi- 
nions on the s#nijact. Perhspx the most 
iutoreating of Lord Uromer’a proposals is tha 
creation of a separate legi lative conneil com- 
posed of subjects of the Powera which were 
parties to the in-tivution of the mixad tribu- 
pals Legislation paseed by a mijirity of 
this council, and promulgated by the Egyprian 
Government, with ths asseut of the British 
Government, wiald be binding on all foreigners 
resident in Ezypt. ‘The existing Conen‘ar 
Courts are to be abolish»d when other Vourts 
have been oreated by fresh legislation ; and the 
gardinel point of the whole plan is that the 
Powers, with the exoaption of Great Britain, 
will cease to exercise any legislative fanotions, 

Ic is d ficult to interest fore'gn residents in 
a scheme of this\yatare, and, in the absence of 
‘ny united public\gpinion, they are inclined to 
preserve an attitude of masterly inactivity. 
They prefer $6 contivugin the enjoyment of 
their present privileges, and are unwilling to 
consider any proposed change which might 
tend to limit them, The most absolate gua- 
pantees would be necessary to remove their 
suspicion that the altimate intention of the 
British Governmentis to treat Eiropeans and 
Bgyptiane as equal the Earopean dommu- 
nities ‘have the most /profound objection to 
such an idea,—(The “Times”).
